It is true that we hire 
no friends among the fjoYernmente of Europe, 
and It U generally true thtt people are in favor 
of ail rebellions against sny Oovsrnmenl ex- 
cept their own. 

Iu the present esse, there is an additional 
motive. The great ocean-bound republic haa 
been an object of jealou-y and apprehension 
to Governments otherwise constituted. Its 
e^owirtr power and Influence looked formld- 
hle and dangerous. I;s capacity for war has 
b;en ao demonstrated In the pre sent conflict 
of arms, it is well calculated to Increase these 
apprehensions. What could not such a people 
do ttnitet? What combination of 
could iesiat their wll ? Napoleon would never 
h*ve sent Maximilian to Mexico If he had 
though', a reunion of this country p-salble. It 
would seem natural that he should have had a 
secret understand Int; with Divis & Co. at the 
start, and not trusted the success of his move 
meet to cbance, however plausible the chance 
appeared; that be would aid a result so im- 
port." nt to his plans is not improbable; and 
that he should be assisted opeDly or eecrttly 
by other powers, j* not improbable. 

The Tribune told ui seme time tfco that 
there was an understanding with the Catholic 
p jwers in favor of the rebel*. Upon what the 
statement was founded we do not krow. Oo 
the contrary, the positive assertions at Rich- 
mond that no foreign help could be expected, 
goes far to discredit these rumois of foreign 
Interference.

He, moreover, sees It 
wonld be no easy task to interfere. It) case ol 
war with this country he would no 
chance to aend aid to his pet. Maximilian 
and te would havs a rough time of It cener- 
ally. 

There is danger and expense In the process 
Of intcrferenca that wise rulers don t wish to 
re ret 

la the attempt to divide and drstroy th! 
country, men forgot all their patriotism— their 
mlsirien to uphold and protect Iree inatlluUons 
against all the world. That Independence 
that cou:d defy the worW; that was able to 
protect the rlfhU of States and persons with 
a Government of Masairgs, without burdens 
tHf y want to throw aw»y for an igniifatwu 
that will elude their grasp or he worth 
nothing If they get It. To bs fearing or de- 
al ring foreign interference, is humiliating 
eupugh to the 
republic.

tSfTLose who are urging the adoption of 
the Abolition amendment proposed by Con 
gross to the Slates are either very Ignorant or 
very forgetful of the difficulties which the 
propose lo encounter. 

It is not enough to assert that it will be an 
advantage to the Stale to be rid of 
Kfen If the fact was admitted ll does not meet 
the counteract that the process of ridding 
ourselves of the Institution is worse than the 
Institution. 

The advocates of a 1. slit ion make no reply to 
objections, but like the wild ass when ap 
proached, kick up their heels in a glorification 
about total freedom, and fly ever the fields of 
metaphor.

But 
with Tennessee snd Virginia on two sides, not 
covetous of a thrill lass population to fill 
their p9orhouses and j tils, and ready to pour 
them into the borders of a Biate that takes 
upon hersell the burden of their removal from 
her midst, it wonld be impossible. So of the 
free States upon oar Northern border. If 
they are brought to conssnt to have this in- 
cubus of negro population among them they 
will barely de so and no mo.-e. They will 
discourage immigration, and in case of the 
adoption ol an act for the removal ot the 
Macks from Kentucky, be prompt to rid 
themtelTSA cf them by sending them to us as 
a class originally coming from our borders. 

We take it as a confessed fact, that the ne- 
gro will not work unless controlled. The 
stringent orders adopted by Gsn. Btnks, who 
has been the most successful manager of this 
difficulty since the destruction of the Institu- 
tion la Louisiana, proves this. We do not feel 
disposed to criticise bis orders, however much 
we disagree with him in some things in them. 
He found the blacks wonld be useless aad in- 
jurious without a master of some kind, aad 
circumstances forced him into the adoption ol 
mcasurea, some of which were severer than 
thoae of the former owners. 

The fact of his adopting them, when his 
sympathies were nil lor allowing the negrrxs 
the largest liberty, is rcoof positive that they 
needed some such control. It is not certain 
thai la the event of the adoption of the pros 
posed amendment, similar action on the part 
ol the military In this S ate will not be ne- 
ceteary to prevent their becoming not only a 
wholly uoremuoerative burden, but an actual 
active curse to the State.

A practical illustratior-of the result is shown 
in a letter to tbe New York Times.

Emancipation In Mary 
laud baa, even at this f«rlv day. greatly !r- 
crsaaed the valued landa within h»r borders, 
and at tbe aam a tlm° created a demand for an 
Increased number of laborers. The demand 
to day te for ten able-bodied persons wh»re 
o»e can be secured for lore or money. Bu' 
tbe liberated slsves are enjoying their liberty 
— as thev understand ll — In the fall**t sense of 
the word, and have usurped tbe places of their 
former roasters. As a treoeral thins*. lb*v are 
worthless, Irresponsible, class, and »te b'aeks 
who were formerly free are worse, if anything, 
than the ex slaves. Neither class, aa yet, seem 
to recocu'*:; any obligations they may be un 
er to employers, and, therefore, no depend 
ence whatever can be ptecscl upon them. In a 
word, knowing the whites to be at their 
mercy, tbey do ju«t as they pies*.*, aad ask no 
favors, but consider tbey are doing a favor to 
work at all. 

This correspondent, in the beginning, tells 
M that emancipation has increased the value 
f the land, but how does this harmonize with 
bis subsequent statement!? Are we to be- 
ieve that land te Increasing In value where 
the demand is for ten able-bodied persons 
when one cannot be secured for love or 
The statement te ridiculous In the 
extreme. The further explanation given by 
the correspondent sets the absurdity of this 
statement in a still stronger light. It 1s clesr 
from it that the negroes have .-•/.<•< to work 
since the adoption of the emancipation bll', 
and consequently l-.bor Is scarce. It needs no 
Adam Smith to tell us that the value of ibe 
land has deteriorated In proportion to the 
scarcity of laborers to cultivate It. Land with- 
out labor is utterly valueless, and increases in 
value as the amount ol labor necessary to its 
cultivation increases. 

This, however, is not the point to which we 
wish to call attention. Maryland, ucdtr the 
whip and apur, aiopted the very measures 
which are now so strenuously org 
and here we have the i-eeiD. It do< 
from a Democratic paper or a pro-slavery pa 
per, but from a correspondent who was lo 
favor ol emancipation In Maryland, aad it te 
contributed to a Journal — the New York 
Times— which Las been called the metropoli- 
tan organ of the Administration, and whose 
editor, Mr. Raymond, d.af led the resolution 
adopted Into the Biltlmore platform, upon 
which Mr. Lincoln VSf nominated and In 
which was the very amendment i 
by Congress aad u^d upon Kentucky lor 
adoption. The letter, though not for the 
reasons we are giving, is commended as a true 
statement in the editorial columns of that pa 
Tbe witnets is certainly a good one. 
There is no bits for him to state things un- 
favorably to emancipation. 

Could we have a more explicit declaration, 
if one was needed, of the consequences of the 
of the constitutional amendment? 
It te a precisely parallel case. V wo wish to 
convert a race, whose .usefulness thong J 1m 
paired is still worth something, into a burden 
and curse, to "to usurp the places of their for 
mer maslert," we can do It by fcl'onlog the 
example act by Maryland. It u there before 
us, plainly stated, and If we follow the ex* 
ample we cannot say we did It blindfold. 

If we adopt that amendment there are sev 
eral other things to be done, and to be done 
promptly. We must build more workhouses, 
more poorhouees snd more j tils. Then if tbe 
control Is taken from the hand of the master, 
it must, as In Louielans.go somewhere. Rs 
lnctant as we would be, and morti lying as it 
would be to us to call the military to eubj ct 
the freedmen to stringent snd severe rules, 
harsher than any ever adopted by former 
masters, we would pr-bably be forced to do 
if. Ia other words, the white man, as the price 
of freelrg the black population, would him- 
self have to fly to the sheltering arms oi a 
despotism for protection.

Oa motion of Mr. Accona the Committee 
on the District of Columbia was instructed to

Fernando Wood offered a resolution rt quest 
lag the Secretary of the Treasury to consider
